Phone  system  updated 


Day-Break  Series  continues 


If  you  have  ever  had  diffi- 
culty calling  in  to  or  out  of 
Avila,  you  know  the  phone 
system  is  not  the  best  it  could 
be.  Avila  has  decided  to  re- 
medy that  situation. 

Avila  college  is  in  the  pro- 
cess of  acquiring  a new  tele- 
phone system  for  the  cam- 
pus. The  Finance  Commit- 
tee has  received  bids  from 
several  firms,  and  the  col- 
lege is  now  negotiating  a 
contract  for  the  new  phone 
system.  It  is  hoped  to  be 
installed  in  the  next  6-8 
weeks  and  will  have  capacity 
for  future  growth,  according 
to  G.  Richard  Scott,  Aca- 
demic Dean. 

"Avila  has  had  its  present 
phone  system  for  ten  years. 
" Dean  Scott  said,  "and  it  is 
starting  to  show  its  age." 

The  new  system  will  pro- 
vide a higher  ability  to  call 
off  campus.  Avila  now  has 


eight  outside  lines  that  are 
working.  The  new  phone  sys- 
tem will  have  12  trunk  lines. 

The  new  PBX  switchboard 
will  utilize  computer  soft- 
ware. Now,  when  one  tries  to 
place  a call  outside  the  cam- 
pus from  a campus  exten- 
sion, one  must  dial  9,  then 
the  desired  phone  number. 
If  all  the  outside  lines  are 
busy,  the  call  must  be  placed 
at  another  time. 

With  the  new  phone  sys- 
tem, the  computer  will  be 
able  to  remember  your  phone 
call  and  will  call  you  back  to 
let  you  know  that  there  is  an 
outside  line  open. 

The  new  system  will  also 
provide  better  access  to  offi- 
ces on  campus.  It  will  have 
an  internal  call-forwarding 
feature.  If  a professor  is  not 
in,  calls  will  be  able  to  be 
forwarded  to  another  pro- 
fessor’s office.
